DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
evidence in the prior art searched of a detector with the specific position sensitive 
detector and first and second scintillator arrangement whereby the loss of signal due to 
the edge effect of the position sensitive detectors is solved. Prior references, such as, 
Cherry et al. (U. S. Patent 6,552,348 B2) solves the edge effect problem using a 
specific lightguide coupling between the PS-PMTs and the scintillators. Other prior art 
references, such as Kurtz et al. (U. S. Patent 5,784,432), Ebstein (U. S. Patent 
6,180,946), Chang et al. (U. S. Patent 5,032,728), Watson et al. (U. S. Patent 
6,040,580), Logan (U. S. Patent 4,755,680) and Stoddart et al. (US 2003/0001098 A1) 
disclose different conventional arrangements between scintillators and position sensitive 
detectors as used for SPECT and/or PET studies.
